Asks Court for Letters in Case, 
and After Getting Them 
Returns Decision. 


Judgment for $1867.50 was rendere® 


against John I. Beggs and in favor of 
Barnett, Haynes & Barnett in the 
United States Circuit Court, Thursday, 
in the suit in which the firm sought 
to obtain $6013.18 for preparing plans 
for a home Beggs desired to build for 
his daughter, Mrs. Richard McCul- 
loch. 

Of the amount of the verdict Beggs 
did not seek to evade payment of $1866.50. 
He opposed paying $3146.68 of.the total 


amount ®ued for. On this contested 
claim the jury returned a verdict of $1 
against Beggs.’ 

The jury reported at 10 a. m. that it 
was unable to reach a verdict, and 
Judge Dyer sent it back for further 
deliberations, : 

At that time the jury asked that it be 
‘permitted to examine the letter written 
by the firm to Beggs offering to draw 
the plans and placing the consideration 
at 2% per cent of the contract price of 
the house, and Beggs’ letter accepting 
the terms. 

The Court permitted the jury to have 
the letters. 

Barnett, Haynes & Barentt sued Beggs 
for $5013.18, of which $1866.50 was alleged 
to be due on the original contract for 
plans for the residence and garage, and 
$3146.68 for additional work on the plans 
to make changes Beggs suggested. 

Beggs did not contest the balance sued 
for on the original contract, but admit- 
ted his liability for that. He protested 
against the charge for extra work, con- 
tending that the plans had never been 
finished. On cross-examination, how- 
ever, he was unable to explain any sug- 
gestions for changes whieh had not 
been carried out-by the architects. 

Beggs’ Testimony, 

Beggs testified that he planned the 
residence for his daughter, Mrs. Rich- 
ard McCulloch, and that he expected 
to spend $60,000 to $70,000 for it. He 
said that the plans drawn called for 
an expendittre of about $150,000. 

Among the changes which he insisted 
the architects make was one to in- 
crease the size of the dining room, in- 
crease the height of the ceilings in or- 
der to make the rooms cooler. and to 
widen the hallway. He declared on 
the stand. that the architects planned 
a hall which looke’ like a tunnel. 

One of his pet pians for the house, he 
said, was a burglar-proof safe, which 
was to be surrounded by a circular re- 
volving stairway which would concea! 
the safe. 

While Beggs was on the stand he was 
confrented with many drawings when 
he said he did not object to paying for 
complete plans, but that he did object 
to paying the bill when after five years 
the plans were not completed. He looked 
at the drawings and declared they were. 
not plans. He designated. them to be 
studies. 

The case was submitted to the jury 
at 3:30 p..m. Wednesday. When it 
had not reached a verdict at 5:30 
Judge Dyer instructed that a eiaked 
verdict should be rcturned Thursday.

Rich S. M. Murphy, Who 
Adopted Them. 





HE ‘HAD BEEN A CLERK 





But He Rose as Confidential 
‘Man to Corbin and Later 
Was a Broker. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

,NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 18.—A deed 
filed here by the Columbia Finance and 
Trust Co. of Louisville, Ky., brings to 
light tie fact fhat the $1,000,000 estate of 
Mrs. Anna B, Murphy of Nashville, who 
died in New York on April 1 last, de- 
scends to her adopted children, Thomas 
J. Felder and his wife. They inherit 
the property, share and share alike. 
Felder was a New York. broker. 

The will of Mrs. Murphy, in leaving 
the estate to the Felders, carries into 
effect an agreement made more than 10 
yeers ago between 
her husband, Samuel M. Murphy, a Ten- 
nessee street railway. capitalist. 

The Felders, after Murphy’s death, 
became the constant companions of Mrs. 
Murphy, and they led her from a life 
of a recluse to one of constant travel, 
a great, deal of their time being spent 
abroad. 

The Murphy property consisted in part 
of a park in the West End here. It was 
subdivided by Felder after he had got- 
ten control of the estate, and it now 
contains many costly residences. 


Felder Son of a Lawyer. 

NEW‘ YORK, May 18—Thomas J. 
Felder was a-young clerk in Americus, 
Ga., in 1890, the son of a country law- 
yer, when Austin Corbin of New York 
hired him as a stenographer in the 
southern office of the Corbin Banking 
Co., in Atlanta. In a year Felder was 
put in charge of the office, and later 
Corbin brought him to this city and 
put him in charge. of the concern’s land 
Cepartment at $3500 a year. 

When Corbin was killed, in 1896, Feld- 
er sued the estate for $50,000, alleging 
that Corbin had made a secret agree- 
ment by which Félder was to get from 
Corbin a share of the banking com- 
pany’s profits. He lost the suit and was 
ordered to Mexico, the doctors assert- 
ing he had consumption. He returned 
to New York, saying he preferred to die 
here. Soon he got well and went into 
the brokerage business, In the summer 
of 1897, when on a vacation in the South, 
he met and fell in love with Miss Net- 
tie Belle Smith, daughter of Milton H. 
Smith, president of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad. Before returning to 
New York, she promised to bécome his 
bride. ; 
: Suitor Kills Himself. 

When Miss Smith returned to her 
home in Louisville she rejected William 
Preston Thornton, of a .blue-blooded 
Southern family, to whom she had been 
engaged. He shot and killed himself at 
her feet. Felder in September, 1897, mar- 
ried Miss Smith after she had fled from 
a convent school. On a visit to Nash- 
ville, Tenn., Felder and his bride became 
acquainted with Samuel M. Murphy and 
his wife. 

Murphy owned most of the street rail- 
ways in Tennessee. He took a liking to 
Felder. The Murphys several.times vis- 
ited the Félders ‘while the latter couple 
lived ip the San Reno Hotel here. The 
Murphys, who’ were childless, adopted 
the Felder®. 

Murphy, dying in 1900, left all of his 
$1,000,000 estate, except $50,000 each to two 
nieces, to his wife, to be divided at her 
death between Felder and the latter’s 
wife. The will was contested, but the 
Tennessee court upheld the document.

WORK FOR ART 


In a half-column obituary of the late 
Halsey C. Ives of St. Louis, the London 
Times of Monday, May 8, said: 

“The death took place on Friday mid- 
night of Prof. Halsey Cooley Ives, di- 
rector of the City Art Museum, St. 
Louis, U. 8S. A., during a brief visit to 
London. 

“By Prof. Ives’ death American art 
loses one of its most vigorous and force- 
ful personalities, the’ value of whose in- 
fluence and work had been long recog- 
nized not only in the United States and 
Great Britain, but in many other coun- 
tries. 

“In his own country Prof. Ives will 
perhaps be. best remembered for the 
tenacity of purpose with which he 
fought for the principle of supporting 
the art gaHeries of the city of St. Louis 
by direct taxation. The proposal pro- 
voked bitter opposition, and a long legal 
fight ensued when the City Council au- 
thorized the tax, the matter being finat- 
ly taken to the Supreme Court, which 
upheld the legality of the levy. Prof. 
Ives’ triumph, .however, was dearly 
bought, and for some time past it had 
been apparent to hia many ‘friends that 
the great strain through which he had 
passed had gravely impaired his health.”’

“WASHINGTON, May 18.—The Con- 
gressional Comittee that is investigating 
the. expenditures in the State Depart- 
ment yesterday discovered that Dr. Ja- 
cob H. Hollander, who was appointed by 
President Roosevelt to straighten out 
the tangled finances of Santo Domfngo, 
drew $100,000. from that little republic 
for his services, in addition to the $40,- 
000 that this Government pafd him. The 
revelation came from Huntington Wil- 
son, Assistant Secretary of State, aft- 
er the committee had exerted every ef- 
fort to get him to explain the evident 

disparity of the accounts. 

The Treasury Department, where the 
bill was paid, and the State Depart- 
ment, which authorized the payment of 
$40,000, understood that this was all 
that he was to receive, and it is said 
that it appears that Santo Domingo 
paid him $100,00 under the impression 
that that was all he got. 

Wilson told the committee he would 
bring the matter before the department 
official who is more familiar with the 
situation than he.

1S. DEPORTS | 
SLAVER, TO WHOM 
SMITH GAVE NOTE 


Chief of Detectives Fooled by 
Man Who Brought a Woman 
to St. Louis Resort. 


SAID HE WAS HER BROTHER 


Put Her in a House That Chief 
Young Gave Permission 
to Run. 


Max Alpert, former proprietor of a 
coffee house and gambling. place in the 
90 block of Wash street, is awaiting 


deportation in New York, following a 
hearing in St. Loufs at which. it de- 
veloped that Chief of Detectives Smith 
had supplied him with a letter of in- 
troduction. Chief Smith explained to 
& Post-Dispatch reporter that he had 
given this letter on the recommendation 
of a third man, and supposed Alpert was 
all right. , 

The case against Alpert developed 
from investigations by Max Paswell, a 
truant officer for the Board of Educa- 
tion, whose’ work takes him into. the 
congested districts. It was common 
gossip there that Fanny Fadem, a wom- 
an of the Ghetto, was boasting that she 
had influence with the police, and that 
for $200 she could obtain protection, Pas- 
well found that three résorts had just 
been opened on Valentine street, one of 
which was managed by Minnie Rosen- 
baum. 

He gave this information to Chief of 
Police Young, and told bim of Fanny 
Fadem’'s boast. 

Closed Up Places. 

“Chief Young told me,” Paswell said 
Thursday, when questioned about the 
case, “‘that he had given permission for 
these houses to be opened in the re- 
stricted district on recommendation of 
Chief of Detectives Smith, but That *%he 
would close them immediately. He did, 
and he had his special officers, Miller 
and Campbell, arrest Minnie Rosenbaum 
and the other women. Their inquiry 
showed that Fanny Fadem was not 
actually paying any money to police- 
men.”’ 

Paswell here dropped out of the case 
and the. special officers continued the 
investigation. They questioned Minnie 
Rosenbaum and learned that Alpert had 
brought her back to St. Louis from 
Butte, Mont., when she was under ar- 
rest there on a charge of stealing $75 a 
man. 

Their sstiaettienihon showed that Alpert 
went to Butte with a letter of introduc- 
tion from Chief Smith saying he was 
the woman's brother. Alpert paid the 
$75 and procured her release, then 
brought her to St. Louis and established 
her in .the Valentine street house. 

Smith Makes Affidavit. 

The case was put into the hands of 
Immigration Inspector Dunn, and he 
took Chief of Detectives Smith’s affi- 
davit as to the circumstances under 
which the letter was written. Chief 
Smith said that Joe Weismann, a tailor 
and brother of Sam Weismann, @ pro- 
fessional bondsman, had introduced Al- 
pert to him and had procured the let- 
ter. 

There was a hearing before United 


|} States Commissioner Whitfield, and on 


the evidence submitted Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor Nagel at Wash- 
ington signed an order of deportation 
for Alpert. Inspector McNaughton took 
him to New York Tuesday. 

Joe Weismann is under sentence of

TAFT GETS CREDIT 
FOR MAKING MOVE 


Questions of ‘‘National Hon- 
or’ and “Vital Interest,” 
Hitherto Eliminated in 

Pacts, to Be Taken Up by 
Disputants. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—Extensien 


of the field of the universal arbitration 
scheme to France is announced by the 
State Department. 

It has been known that a convention 
of this character would be arranged be- 
tween this country and France, but the 
general understanding was that it would 
not be undertaken until the treaty with 
Great Britain had been consummated. 

The action of the United States in 
thus undertaking to negotiate simul- 
taneously treaties with two. of the great 
powers of Europe, which shall make 
possible the settlement by peaceful 
means of all future controversies, rep- 
resents the most advanced attitude ever 
taken by any nation of the world to- 
ward the realization of international 
peace, 

The. proposed convention will super- 
sede existing arbitration treaties with 
Great Britain and France. The new 
treaties, however, will include within 
their scope all questions of national 
honor, vital interest or questions affect- 
ing the right of third parties, all of 
which under the present pacts are ex- 
empted from arbitration, 


Copies Given to Ambassadors. 

The proposed conventions will be prac- 
tically identical in substance and in 
form. A draft to be used as a model 
was laid before the Cabinet by Presi- 
dent Taft and was approved yesterday 
copies were transmitted to James Bryce, 
the British Ambassador, and J. J. Jus- 
serand, representative of the Frencb 
Government in Washington. 

The negotiations towards these con- 
ventions are to be credited directly to 
President Taft. In several speeches 
last winter he expressed the hope that 
conventions might be arranged with 
foreign governments which would min- 
imize the possibility of war. The 
President believes that all questions in 
controversy can be arbitrated without 
detriment to the national honor or dig- 
nity of the United States. 


Step Toward Universal Peace. 

He also feels-that the negotiation 
of such comprehensive arbitration 
treaties as are proposed between this 
country and Great Britain and this 
country and France will be a long step 
toward world-wide peace and will op- 
erate indirectly toward the reduction 
of armament. 

Several weeks ago Sir Edward Gray, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of Great 
Britain, made a speech in the House 
of- Commons in which he said that the 
proposals for the negotiation of such a 
treaty between Great Britain and the 
United States would be welcomed by 
the British Government. 

Up to that time Secretary Knox had 
had no’ authentic information as to the 
probable attitude of the British Gov- 
ernment toward the proposal. The 
statement of Sir Edward Gray paved 
the way for whe preliminary negotia- 
tions. 


France, Too, Liked Pian, 

France also has advised Secretary 
Knox of its friendly attitude toward 
the arbitration propasal. 

While it was intended at first to nego- 
tiate the convention with Great Britain 
before undertaking the ‘arrangement of 
a treaty with France, Secretary Knox 
finally reached the conclusion that it 
will be more advisable to negotiate both 
treaties simultaneously. 

The President instructed Secretary 
Knox immediately to crystalize arbitra- 
tion proposals which this Government 
would offer to forefgn nations. 

The Secretary has evolved a docu- 
ment, which has received the approval 
of the President and the other mem- 
bers of. his Cabinet, providing that all 
differences which are internationally 
justiciable shall be submitted to arbi- 
tration. 

Eliminates Honor Question. 

It expands the scope of the existing 
arbitration treaties by eliminating the 
exceptions referring to: ‘questions of 
vital interest and national honor.” This 
elimination is the real accomplishment 
of the proposed treaty. The exceptions 
mentioned are found in arbitration trea- 
ties the world over, and have constitut- 
ed the chief obstacle to the application 
of the principle, for it is hard to con- 
celve of a problem which.in its essence 
cannot be regarded as having a con- 
trolling bearing upon “national hon- 


.{ or’ or “vital interest.”’ 


Recognizing that there may be ques- 
tions of policy and other matters likely 
to force nations to the brink of war, 
but which no people would be willing to 
arbitrate, the tentative draft of the 
treaty provides that differences that 
either party consider within this cate- 
gory shall be reférred to a commission 
of inquiry empowered to make récom- 
mendations of their settlement. In this

BELIEVES TREATY 
HAS BIG FAULTS 


Roosevelt Would Not Arbitrate 
Honor, Independence or 
Integrity. 


NEW YORK, May 18.—Honor, inde- 
pendence and intégrity are our most val- 
ued possessions, and questions touch- 
ing them should not be arbitrated,’ ac- 
cording to a si article by Theodore 
Roosevelt, associate editor, in the cur- 
rent issue of the Outlook. 

He opposes any treaty which would 
submit to arbitration any questions af- 
fecting honor, independence or integri- 
ty, saying that a country which took 
such a position would be in the same 
position as a@ man who went to law 
when his wife “is assaulted and has 
her face slapped.” Such an individual, 
says the Colonel, “‘who went to law 
instead of forthwith punishing the of- 
fender would be regarded with deri- 
sion.” 

“In just the same way the United 
States,’’ he declares, ‘“‘ought never spe- 
cifically. to bind itself to arbitrate ques- 
tions respecting its honor, independence 
and integrity. Either it should be tacit- 
ly understood that the contracting 
Powers no more agree to syrrender their 
rights on such vital matters than a man 
in civil life agrees to surrender the 
right of self-defense, or else it should 
be explicitly stated that, because of 
the fact that it is now impossible for 
either party to take any action infring- 
ing the honor, independence and integ- 
rity of the other,.we are willing to 
arbitrate all questions. 

“Hypocrisy never pays in the long 
run. Even if the indifference of the 
majority of the nation should permit 
a specific agreement fo be made to 
arbitrate such vital questions, that same 
majority would promptly—and quite 
properly—repudiate the agreement the 
moment that it became necessary to 
enforce it. No self-respecting nation, 
no nation worth calling a nation, would 
ever in actual practice consent to sur- 
render its rights in such matters. Take 
this very case of the agreement between 
Great Britain and ourselves. Thank 
heaven! it is now impossible—and I 
use the word literally—that there shall 
ever be war between ‘the English-speak- 
ing people, 

“If Great Britain now started to’ ex- 
ercise the right of search, as she ex- 
ercised it 100 years ago, with its inci- 
dents of killing peaceful fishermen 
within the limits of New York Harbor, 
etc., etc., this country would fight at 
the drop of the hat, and any man who 
proposed to arbitrate such a matter 
would be tossed contemptuously out of 
the popular path. 

“We should be very cautious of -en- 
tering into a treaty with any nation, 
however closely knit to’us, the form of 
which it would be impossible to follow 
in making treaties with other great 
civilized and friendly nations.’’

STANDARD OIV’S DISSOLUTION. . 

In March, 1904, the United States Supreme 
Court decided the Northern Securities Co. was 
an illegal combination and ordered its dissolu- 
tion. The company was, therefore, dissolved, 
that is, its capital was reduced from $395,402,000 
to $3,954,000 and provision was a for a rat- 
able distribution of its holdings' of ~ railroad 
shares as surplus assets. The railroad shares 
were those of the Chicago Burfington & Quincy, 
the Great Northern and the Northern Pacific, 
the three roads the Northern Securities Co. was 
formed to own and control. 

The Northern Securities Co., still exists, holds 
property, earns money, pays afvidends and has 
officers. So do the three railroad systems. At 
this time it is particularly interesting to note 
that while the Securities Co. doesn’t own these 
roads, the distribution of its former holdings 
-changed the ownership of the shares rather than 
the control, 
president of Northern Securities, is stil] a direc- 
tor and also a director of the Great Northern 
and the C., B. & Q. George W. Perkins is a 
director of Northern Securities and Northern Pa- 
cific. The names of the directors of the four 
corporations show numerous duplications. How- 
ard Elliott is a director in two of them, George 
F. Baker in three, Arthur C. James in two, 
William Sloane in two, William P. Clough in 
three, Amos T. French in two, James N. Hill 
in three, Samuel Thorne in two, E. T. Nichols 
in two and representatives of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
in three. 

Standard Oil, with its multitude of subsidiary 
corporations, presents for its dissolution a prob- 
lem that is larger, but not different. There will 
be a distribution of its stock holdings in other 
corporations, but the ownership of the subsidi- 
aries will be no more changed by the transac- 
tion than was that of the three railroads owned 
by Northern Securities, 

The victory over the trust is not less for this 
result. Standard Oil’s teeth have been drawn. 
Promoting, owning or operating a trust for pur- 
poses of monopoly has been declared illegal. The 
boundary line between “reasonable” and “unrea- 
sonable” restraint of trade has not been fixed and 
never will be. Monopoly ag the aim of combi- 
nation must be eliminated from the list of re- 
wards which combination brings. The Supreme 
Court is clear on that point. 

Reorganized and with its holdings distributed 
as “surplus assets,” Standard Oil will become 
merely a public servant, whose chief purpose is 
no longer to secure and hold a monopoly, but 
whose whole business is to supply petroleum 
and its products to consumers. And the great 
business of distributing petroleum and its prod- 
ucts will not be in the hands of the Standard Oil 
Co. or under the power which centered at 26 
Broadway; it will be in the hands of many cor- 
porations, which may happen to be owned by the 
same men and in many cases have similar di- 
rectors.

Woman Physician Advises Them Against Tight Cloth- 
ing During the Period of Development. An 
Interview for the Post-Dispatch 


By Marguerite M. Marshall. 


HB -American woman who 
é<¢ | wishes to be well should be- 

gin the battle for health in 

her ‘teens, and her mother 
should help her. In the hands of the 
young girl lies the future of the woman. 
Food, clothes and exercise should all be 
designed to assist her development, not 
to retard it. For instance, no girl 
should be allowed to put on corsets be- 
fore reaching the age of 20.’’ 

Dr. Mary M. Crawford, woman sur- 
geon, addresses these words of warning 
to the growing girl, and, just as partic- 
ularly, to her mother, At a recent 
meeting of the American Medical Soci- 
ety Dr. Crawford discussed hygiene for 
the young girl, and yesterday I found 
her full of information on that import- 
ant topte. 

“Please tell me first why a girl 
shouldn't wear corsets?” I requested. 
“Because they hamper her growth,” 
responded the doctor. ‘‘During the pert- 
od between 12 and 20 a girl’s whole body 
is developing and changing its shape, 
and all possible freedom should be 
given to the process. 

“Not only should no girl of this age 
wear corsets, but she should avoid tight 
clothing. of every description. Her 
dresses should be the little one-piece 
frocks that hang from the shoulders, or, 
if she wears a waist and skirt, the lat- 
ter should have a roomy belt and the 
blouse should be loose and full. 

“Very few young girls know how to 
put on a corset properly. Personaily, 
I don’t think corsets do anybody any 
good, except a few invalids. But there 
is a right way and a wrong way of 
wearing them. In the first place, the 
cheap $1 or $1.50 corset is an abomina- 
tion and should never be worn by any- 
» body. Its lines are all wrong and it 
doesn’t fit any shape. It is stiff and 
unylelding and the wearer must adapt 
herself to it instead of adapting it to 
her. 

“A good corset is made by people 
who know something about the lines of 
the human figure, and it follows them 
to a fair degree. It should be low- 
bust, giving plenty of room for the 
expansion of the torso, when a full 
breath is taken. It should come well 
down over the abdomen, though, of 
course, knee-length corsets are ridicu- 
lous. 

“It should be hooked from the bottom 
upward, and the lacings should be re- 
adjusted each time the corset !t put on. 
“There should be two !acings, one 
going up from the bottom, the other 
down from the top, the two meeting at 
the waist, where they may be crossed 
end tied. The top lacing should always 
be left rather loose. 

“A young girl wearing a corset sees 
another with a wasp waist and tries to 
make her own like it. She is likely to 
make herself a lifelong invalid at the 
erame time. 

“The young girl should wear shoes 
that fit without pinching or rubbing. 
Her heels may be either high or low; 
some people have their center of gravity 
so adjusted that high heels are 
more comfortable for them. French 

Is are very bad. High boots should

persons with much walking to do. Hats 
thould not be so large and heavy as to 
overweight the head.

“The surprising thing,” he said, ‘in 
view of the tremendous excitement that 
has been raised, is that all this talk of 
Justice White’s about ‘unreasonable- 
ness’ does not make the law of the land 
at all, but is simply what we lawyers 
call an obiter dictum, a discussion of 
a matter not before the court, entirely 
gratuitous. It was merely an insertion 
by Justice White of an opinion which 
he has been holding for 15 years, and 
which did not represent the law at all.

Former 
Out Danger of Justices Ap- 
proaching Legislation, 


ITS AUTHORITY LIMITED 


Declares That When Law Neéds 
Correcting the People 
Should Do It. 


Judge Shepard Barclay, formerly of 
the Missouri Supreme Court, when asked 
his opinion on the “‘rule of reason” fea- 
ture of the Standard Ot! decision, de- 
clined to comment directly on the ac- 
tion of the court. but referred to an 
article, bearing on the same subject, 


which he wrote for the American Law | 


Review in 1898. The article was entitled 
“The Danger Line,’’ and was written 
following a decision involving the ‘‘reéa- | 
sonableness”’ of the Utah eight-hour 
mining law. Extracts from it are as 
follows: 

“The courts themselves have constafit- 
ly exercised the authcrity of declaring 
void certain sorts of contracts because, 
contrary to public policy, and of annull- 
ing other agreements because of fraud 
or unfairness in them. We have never 
heard it intimated that judicial’ action 
in that line was ean infringement of 
‘liberty’ or was not ‘due process of 
law,’ or was in any way obnoxious to 
any prohibition of the organic laws. 

“But when a state statute attempts 
to define a public policy, disapproving a 
class of contracts which the Legislature 
considers unfair or unjust, that statute 
must endure a severe test at the hands 
of the Federal judiciary, after it~ has 
run the gauntlet of the state tribunals, 
which is often, of itself, a difficult pro- 
ceeding.”’ 

The Federal Court must be able to 
discern ‘reasonable grounds’ for believ- 
ing the facts which the State Legisla- 
ture adjudged to call for the, enactment, 
and ‘the question in each case is 
whether the Legislature has adopted 
the statute in exercise of a reasonable 
discretion, or whether its action be a 
mere excuse for an unjust discrimina- 
tion or the oppression or spoliation of 
a particular class.’ 

“In that statement there seems to !urk 
the doctrine that the jurisdiction of the 
police powers of a state over a par- 
ticular subject depends on the ultimate 
decision of the Federal Supreme Court 
as to the existence of ‘reasonable 
grounds’ for applying that power to the 
subject. If the majority of the mem- 
bers of the Federal court of last resort 


-believe ‘that reasonable grounds for the} 


enactment do not exist, it appears ‘that’ 
the enactment would be held to be be- 
yond the power of the State to pass. ' 
Danger Line Approached. . 
“The cases examined have started in 
the mind of the wnter the question, 
How near is the judiciary approaching 
the danger line of conflict with the 
principles of popular government’ which 
the Federal and state constitutions of 
our country intended to express? 


“To Americans who love their coun- 
try, the perpetuation of its. free institu- 
tions is a cherished hope. But if the 
fabric of our constitutional government 
is to stand, it must be by wisdom and 
virtue of its custodians no less than by 
deeds of valor.. We know of no human 
agency that can be more potential dur- 
ing the coming century to preserve it 
than the judiciary, and especially the 
Federal judiciary, to which is intrusted 
the function of giving final construc- 
tion to the Constitution ef .the United 
States in litigated cases. The delicacy. 
of that trust need not be dwelt upon. « 

“One responsibility, H@WaVvér,” which 
belongs to it is that of drawing the line 
which marks the limits of its own pow- 
er. If that duty shall be worthily. per- 
formed continuously in the spirit of self- 
control taught by the Constitution itself, 
it will be well for the republic. 


“In the Hayden case, the legislation 
under review is sustained as an ‘exer- 
cise of a reasonable discretion.’ It is 
further said in that case the ‘due pre’ 
cess of law”’ implies a conformity ‘with 
natural and inherent: principles of just- 
ice.’ 

“The difficulty of utilizing such guides 
to ascertain the correctness of legisla- 
lative action is that, until the final court 
has spoken, no one interested in know- 
ing his rights under the law can safely 
act on his own judgment, or even upon 
the advice of the most. eminent coun- 
sel, regarding them. The decisions al- 
ready cited show that the courts them- 
selves are in hopeless conflict in us- 
ing those guides. No greater certainty 
in applying them could be expected in 
any other quarter. 

“Reasonable Ground” Demanded. 

“It used to be often said (and it has 
even been declared of late, as a gen- 
eral rule) that courts have nothing 
to do with the wisdom or policy of leg- 
islation. But that declaration is hard 


to reconcile with the rulings that de-j. 


mand ‘reasonable grounds’ (in the opin- 
ion of the Court) as a warrant for legis- 
lation under the police powers. 

“The injustice and hardship of crude 
and arbitrary enactments seem, at 
fimes, to call loudly for a corrective, 


and when no specific provision of thef 


fundamental law can be found to nullify 


them, a court of impetuous will and} 


earnest purpose is often tempted to 
give an elastic meaning to some general 
language in the organic. law to reach the 


‘apparent demand for justice in the par- 


ticular case. Would it not, however, be 
more conservative to wait for the peo- 
ple, in their calm seqpnd thought, to 
apply the corrective by repealing the 


j unjust law? If the sober and earnest 


wish of the people approves the lew, 


their will must finally prevail vse! consti- | 


tutional change.
